I, ſuch a like Fellow juſtle me in this manner, Thus, 
Thus, three or four times; with that ſhowmg the Doc- 
tor, who dreamt not of my: Deſign, I jaſtled a hand- 
ful of Money out of his Pocket, and taking it upon

ble, eſpecially in Way of their Devotion; but the 
leder Sort, as well their Prieſts as Lay- men, are ſen- 
ſual, and over looſe Livers; and where any is bred in 


ceed other Nations; as for Abſtinence and Faſting, it 


low the Dead to the Grave, with Howlings and. bar- 
barous Cries, from whence- the. Proverb of, Neep 
Iri/o, is applied to any ſad Accident, or extraordinary 
Diſaſter : They are naturally Conteraners of all other- 
Nations, and carrry a Kind of an irreconcilable Hatred 
ta the Exgliſß; inſomuch that many of the Heads of 
their Clan, have curſed their Poſterity, if ever they 
ſon ed, or-p'owed,: or learned to ſpeak. Eg: They. 
are naturally of a cruel Temper, bloody in their Dit- - 
poſitions, and rigorous in Execution, and much ſubs. 
j-& to Ingratitude, tho' I muſt own there are ſome a- 
mongſt them, but thoſe. of the ſuperior Rank, that: 
come not within the hardeſt Part of his Character; the 
vulgar Sort are extreamly uncleanlx, even to a Loathe\ 

ing in dreſſing their Diet, inſomuch that it is fooliſhly + 
held as a Preſage of-ill Luck, to keep their Veſſels 
cleanly, eſpecially thoſe. about their Milk, Cheeſe,” 
and Cream, fo that they never ſcald, or waſh: them; 
in waſhing their Linen they are no leſs irkſome, and 
yet they will be mighty angry, if they are reproved; 
as for their ploughing formerly, and now in many Pla- 
ces uſed, they have no Trace Ropes, or Collars, but 
tye the Horſes together by the Hair of their Tales, in- 
lomuch that the poor — PINY . 
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and much pained, is forced, by the cruel Beating of 


his 7-34 Maſter, many times to pull his Tail off by 
the Roots; and if any demand why they ſhould not 
conform themſelves to civil-Courſes, which others per- 
form with leſs Pain and more Profit, they will ſatisfy: 
you with no other Reaſon but Cuſtom, and that their 
Anceſtors did ſo. - - f 8 


As for the Account the Vulgar make of Oaths, they 
have a Cuſtom, that upon any Controverſy among 
, themſelves in zhe Country, the Tenants are enjoy ned 
to {wear by their Landlord's Hand; which Oath, if 
the Lord diſapprove, he lays a Fine upon the Juror ; 


and thereſore they are more circumſpe& in this than 
any other. They have likewiſe ſome ReſpeR to Oaths 
when depoſed upon the Maſs-Book, and he, as many 


hold, may be better truſted, who ſwears by Bread and 


Salt, than many that offer to ſwear upon the Evange- 
liſts, divers not making any Conſcience what they 
ſwear upon an Engliſh book, as thinking they are 


comprehended within the Pope's Diſpenſation; and fo 


fooliſhly coneeited are ſome, that they meaſure their 


Oaths by the greatneſs, or littleneſs, of the Book they 


ſwear upon, thinking, if it be but a little Book, they 
take but a little Oath; and are much for mental Re. 


ſervation, and Equivocation; thinking it no Sin to 
defraud the Exgliſß Proteſtants, and counting them as 


bad, if not worſe, than Egyptians; and though they 
ſeldom read the. Bible, yet upon this Account they 
will quote the 12th Chapter of Exodus, how the 1/rae- 
lites carried the Silver, Gold and Jewels, out of E- 


There are amongſt them certain Septs or Diviſions; 
as firſt, the Noblity, who for the moſt Part, are very 
brave and generous: Secondly, the Gentry, or Horſe- 
men, who are many of them rude and uncivil, much 


given to Quarrelling and Revenge: Thirdly, the 
Callouglafſe, who was wont to go armed to the Field 
with a Scull cap, a Skirt of Maile, and a Gallowglaſs- 


Axe, though his Service is neither good againſt Horſe - 


men, nor able to endure an Encounter of Pikes; or 
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the riß make great Account of them: Fourthly, the 
Kerne ef Ireland, who is indeed the very Droſs, and 
Scum of the Country,  moſily liviug by robbing and 
ſpoiling the poor Villagers, and wilt many times force 
them to purchaſe them Food, though they and their 
Children ftarve for Want. There are a fifth Sort that 
live by keeping Horſes, ard are called Horſe-Boys, 
but more frequently Horſe-ſtealers: Sixthly, they 
have Septs of Bards, Poets and Rhymers, whoſe Buſi- 
neſs it is, to ſtudy and compoſe Lyes and Fables, of 
old Traditions, Acts of Heroes, and Miracles of Saints, 
reduce Pedigrees, and tell Fortunes. There are alſo 
Harpers, Which are much the ſame, and theſe are re- 
verenced as Prophets by the native 7-4, that in any 
War or Rebellion, they abſtain to moleſt them in Per- 
ſon or Goods, but rather ſupply them to their Abilities. 
Further, there is a certain Brotherhood, called by the 
Name of Ta, rec, who teach them to play at Cards 
and Dice, c. and ſo well they love the Sport, that 
they will play all their Cloaths from their Backs, and 
traſs themſelves up in Bands of Hay, or Straw : And 
ſo wedded they are in their Cuſtoms, that of whatever 
of theſe dects or Septs the Father i is, the Sons natural- 
ly pans to follow it. 

Amongſt the Iriſb there is a Kind of Feaſting, oak 
led by them Ceſpering, where the Rhymers and Har. 
y pers ſing and play, and their Songs are uſually in Com- 
y mendation of Theft, Murther, Rebe —4 Treaſon 
by and Fictions; invented, as is ſuppoſed, to flir them 
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b. up to imitate the Examples of their Anceſtors; for here 
they make Repetition how many Cows they had ſto- 
; len, how many Murthers they had committed, how- 


y many times they had rebelled againſt their Prince, 
- WW wbat Spoils and Outrages they had done againſt the 
* Engliſb, &c. As for the Manner of their fitting at this. 
* Banquet, it is upon Bundles of Straw, with Straw ſtrew- 
1d ed over their Feet and Leggs, on which they place 
* their Diſhes and Platters, as on a Table; and in Sum- 
e. wer time for Straw, they. uſe green Ruſhes. Tis coun- 
et ed a e them, to eat any Fleſni on ed. 


meſaay's 
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ne/days, Fridays and Saturdays. They eat their Meat 


in many Places, without Bread; and inſtead. of thraſh- 
ing Oats, . Burn them out of the Straw, winnowing, ' 
them from the Aſhes ; and where they have no Mills, 
as there are few in the Country, you may.fee the Wo. 
men fitting on their Breech, with a. Mortar between i 
their bare Thighs, beating Oatmeal with a great Stone, } 
er wooden Pounder, not valuing who are Spectators: 
Upon the Saints Eves they are very Superſtitious, but 5 
eſpecially on May Eve; where, like ſo many drunk. : 
en Bacchinalians, they run about, tinck'ng Pans and F 
Kettles, making a confuſed Noiſe, and conſorting it 0 
with their Voices, in the Manner of the old Pagan, 0 
ſtrewing the Streets with Herbs and Flowers. i 
St. Patrick (though it is much doubted whether there þ 
ever was ſuch a Saint) is held amongſ them in ſuch. Ip 
Veneration, that it is held more dangerous to ſpeak a. P 
gainſt him, than to reproach the Deity. They attri- 1 
bute a thouſand Miracles to him, as freeing their Land WW , 
by Prayer, for ever, from all venomous Creatures, and 5, 
ſeiting; up a peculiar Purgatory, called. by his Name; 10 
the crafty Prieſts ſhewing the creduious People, an ex. ¶ v 
trarrdinary hollow Cave entering the Side of a Hill, p 
or Mountain, in which there is heard a confuſed N oife; 1 
(no doubt, occaſioned by the fall of Waters, fpringing Wl .. 
out of the Hill, » ithin that large Cavern, which fe 
might have formerly been the Source of ſome River, in 
new turning its Courſe. under Ground, another Way; N he 
or the the Effects of an Earthquake) and telling them, b 
in this Place the Souls of thoſe that dye unabſolved, 8 
Se. are tormented, whoſe Cries occaſion the Noiſe 0 
that iſſues thence ; and by this Bugg-bear, ſcrew much * 
Money out of them: But the greateſt Miracle this | 
Saint ever did; was, to walk with his Head under his Fe 
Arm, over an Arm of the Sea, being a Mile in breadth, . . 
to:a Church, Where he defigned to be buried, and ne- pi 
ver ſo much as be iripp'd up by the Way, though i in at 
a violent Storm. And ſinee I. have ſpoke ſo much of in

man, and coming over into Island, bound himſelf. 
Apprentice to a Swine herd; when one Day keeping 
his Maſter's Hoggs, he happened to kick up a Purſe 
of Gold, and with it buying his Freedom, returned to 
his own Country, and thence traveled to Rome; and 
being inſtructed in the Chriſtian Faith, came for Ire- 
lard, and planted the Chriſtian” Religion, working: 
a great many more Miracles than are true.. - 

As for the Wells, that are attributed to Saints, there 
are many, which demonſtrate the fooliſh Superſtition 
of the Ii; in the Eaſt Part of Dablin, is St. Patricks ;.- 
to which, on the 17th of March, his Birth-day, all 
the People crowd, and having drank the Water, make 
it their Bufineſs for 4 Days, to tell what Wonders it 
has done. On the Weſt is St. Famess Well, where a 
Feaſt is celebrated on the 25th of Fu, and a great 
Fair is kept, the Commodities being only Ale; and 
the Cuſtom i is, to throw the Water of this Well over 
their Heads. On the South is Saint. ſundays Well, a+ 
Saint never heard of in the Golden Legend; and on 
the North St. Dollock, with many others: And in a 
Well called St. Fohn's Well, they ſay, that on his 
Day, two Trouts are ſeen ſwiming, and no other 
Time; and that once, a Baker dipping 1 in his Pail; 
catched up one of them; upon which he heard a dreads 
ful Voice, commanding him to let it go, but think - 
ing to make a Dinner of it, he reſolved to carry it 
home, but was prevented, for in the Way he was met-

dy was very ſhallow in Underſtanding, and for that 
Reaſon her Hu:band had taken her to a high Fortune, 
from a low Eſtate, on purpoſe that he might not be 
an Inhabitant of the Region of Cucko/dom, a Place 
where many Spaniards are obliged to take up, not- 
withſtanding their Caution. This Diſcourſe fired my 
Fancy, and made me more eager, as deſirous to try 
Variety of Humours, and craming a eouple of Ducca- 
toons into her Hand, intreated her Aſſiſtance: She 
told me it would be a difficult Undertaking ; howe- 
yer, fince I had been ſo liberal, ſhe would try her 


Skill to introduce me. I promiſed more plentifully to 


gratify her Kindneſs if the prevailed, though it went 
no further than civil Converſation ; and ſo proceeded 
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to take a Glaſs or two Wine, whilſt her Thoughts 
were imployed how ſhe might bring her Puipoſle a. 
buut. | | Fe: 
It was now the Time of Fruit, and nicking the 
Opportunity, ſhe went andbought the rareſt that was 
to be found, and in the Equipage of a Woman that 
uſed to feil ſuch Marketables, went in the Morning, 
at ſuch a Time as ſhe thought the young Lady to be 
up, and found her as ſhe could wiſh, in the Porch, 
and ſo cunningly infinuated, that ſhe wound herſelf 
into a Diſcourſe with her: The jealous Spaniard, it 
ſeems, had trufted his Wife with litt'e or no Money, 
and therefore ſhe was not forward to purchaſe m 
Landlady's Ware, though ſhe urged her to take a 
Taſte of her ſeveral kind of Varieties, and at laſt, told 
her in more familiar Terms, that a Gentleman, who 
was extreamly deſirous to be her Servant, had com. 
manded her to make a Preſent of thoſe Baskets; to 
which ſhe innocently anſwered, that indeed ſhe thank- 
ed him, but durſt not take any one into her Service, 
without the Knowledge and Conſent of her Husband, 
and verily believed ſhe had as many already as ſhe 
had Occaſion for: My Landlady finding her Ignorance 
and Miſtake, replyed: Ah! Madam, the Service be 
deſires to do for you, is of another Nature than what 
you conceive ; he has ſeen you, and loves you, and 
dies for an Opportunity to converſe with you alone: 
At this ſhe fell a laughing, and coming a little to her- 
ſelf, replied, That it was pitty any Gentleman ſhould 
dye for ſuch a ſmall Matter; and if he would give 
himſelf the trouble, about nine in the Evening, he 
Might c me and ſee her in her Chamber, there being 
a back Pair of Stairs, and ſhe would leave the Door 
open on purpoſe, that by his unſeaſonable knocking 
he might not diſturb the Family, and that he need 
not queſtion to find her up: My Landlay having thus 
far gained the Point, came home, with Tokens of 
good Succeſs, in the Air of her Countenance, and 
gave me a Relation of the Progreſs ſne had made, 
whieh ſo far tranſported me with Joy, and Expectati- 
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on of Happineſs, that I fixed on her a further Preſent 
of four Pieces of Eight; and impatiently expecting the 
Hour, thinking the Wheels of Time were at a itand, 
or moved too flow ; about eight I went, and took 
her with me, as a Guide, being altogether unacquaint- 


ed with the Ways of the Houſe, ſhe led me directly 


to the back Stairs, which before ſhe had well viewed, 
and bid me put on the Courage of Mars, and march 
up couragiouſly to the Tent and Arms of my beloved 
Venus; being at the Stairs Head, I found the Door, 
only put tco, and ſoſtiy opened it, but there, to my 
Amazement, I ſuppoſed, inſtead of a lovely Venus, 
I had met with Minerva, of Bellona, the Goddeſs of 
War; for my Miſtriſs was walking up and down the 
Room, Amazon like, armed at all Points, with 'a 
Spear in her Hand, and a Sword by her Side, a loves 
ly Helmet on her Head, and a Cuiraſs on her tender 
Body; this unexpected Sight made me tart, as ſuf- 
tecting ſome Deſign to trap me, and thereupon in no 
ſmal! Fit of trembling I begin to retreat; ſhe no ſoon - 
er obſerved my Fear, but falling intè a moderate 
Laughter, told me, I might advance, and dread none 
but Friends: At this, recollecting my fading Courage, 
with many ſubmiſſive Cringes, I approached her by 


Way of profound Submiſſion, and ſoon found by her 
Replies to my Propoſals, that ſhe was as ignorant as 


ſhe had been repreſented; and that her Husband be- 


ing in Years, and unable to give What a buxom young 
Wife is often covering, had hitherto: kept her ſo, con- 
tenting, or rather ſupply ing his Innability with toy ing 
only, like a cod etous Miſer, envying others thoſe Jul- 
cious Fruits he was unable to gather, perſwading her 


Weakneſs, that the Duty of a Wife, in her Husband's 


Abſence, the better to keep him in Remembrance. 
was to watch his Night- Cap, armed in the Poſture I 
found her, and not ſtir from her Poſt till Day appear- 
ed, and then to take her Liberty of going to Bed, the 


Servants having a ſtrit Charge not to undeceive her; 


ſo that I had no ſmall Difficulty with all my Stock of 
Rhetorick and paſſionale Iutreaties, to convince her 
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how much fhe had been impoſed on, and by Preſents, 
and further Temptation, perceiving a yielding in her 
Eyes, and that ſne otherwiſe expreſſed a Deſire to be 
inſtructed in her Duty, I ſupplied her Defect, by a 
Demonſtration of Kindneſs that was not ingrateſul, 
and made her confeſs before we parted, that ſhe was 
never ſo pleaſed in all the Days of her Life, intreating 
me to come and give her Inſtructions, as often as Op- 
portunity permitted; and ſo with an ardent Kiſs or 
two, the approach of Day made us ſeparate, 
I forgot in my amorous Fit to leave ſuch Inſtructi- 
ons with my charming Miſtreſs, as both our Secreſy 
and Safety required, nor could her Judgmenr afford a 
ſufficient Rule of Prudence to keep her own Counſel;

welcome him; he promiſed-to do it, and ſeemingly 
made great Preparation; but upon my coming, I had 
a Welcome of another Nature: I found indeed my 
Miſtreſs in the ſame Chamber, in a very airy Dreſs, 
fitting by the Fire; but ſcarce had J claſped her in

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my Arms, with devouring Looks, ardent Kiſſes, and 


amorous Expreſſions, and was leading her towards the 
Place of our former ſoft Recumbency, but four grim 
Fellows ſtarted from behind the Hangings, and ſeiz- 
ing me with a loud Out cry, fell to cudgelling my 


Carcaſs, with leſs Mercy than Tartars uſe their Slaves; 


the old Blade who came in at the ſame Time, excit- 
ing their Fury; till my Head and Body ſeemed all 
over but one Bruiſe; and I was fo far ſpent, that my 
Voice and Strength failed; however this, nor the 
Danger of Death, ſuch unmerciful drubbing had oc- 
caſioned, was not ſufficient to blunt the edge of the

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as my Funeral Pile; yet I was checked in this, when 
I reflected my Miſtreſs might be unhappily ſurprized 
in her Confinement, by the raging, and undiſtinguiſh. 
ing, Element, and fall a Matyr to my ill timed Love 
and Revenge; but hoping the beſt, my bad uſage, 
and the apprehenſions of greater Rigor, confirmed me 
in my deſperate Deſign, and with what Combuſtable 
matter I could get, ſtriking Fire againſt a Steel Bar, 
by the help of a Flint, which with much labour 
got out of the Wall, ic kindled in the Hemp, that 
was dry and ſeizable, and making my Breath the Bel. 
lows, ſoon raiſed it into a ruddy Blaze; and Piling up 
the Fragments of a torturing Engine that had been 
left, and fell to ruin, by reaſon of its Antiqui y, [ 
burnt the Door in ſunder, io that it fell from off its 
Hindges ; and finding the Flame grow faſt upon me, 
perceiving there was but one Lot amongſt a thouſard 
for my + ſafety, I violently ruſhed into Clouds of 
Smcak and Fire, as if I had been going to offer my 
ſelt to Molech; yet Providence ſo order'd it that though 
I was ſinged extreamly, my Cloaths, Shooes, Stock- 
ings, and Hair, in a manner conſumed. I got free, 
and leaping into a Moat, which cooled the anguiſh, 
and quenched the flaming Fragments of my Apparel, 
I ſwar croſs, and getting over a great River, ſtayed 
till J had ſatisfied my Revenge, in ſeeing all the Hou- 
fes and Buildings in a Blaze; and the Spaniard, no

admitted a Brother of their Order. The Curicus 
Ob/erwations he makes, vith the comical Tricks he 
playa, . how robbing them: At laſt he. threw of 
his "Habit, and made his Eſeape: With other plea- 
fant Adventures, &c. 


Eing naked in a range Country, where I but lit. 
tle underſtood the Language, deſtitute of Money, 
and conſequently of Friends, 1 appeared almoſt at my 
Wits-end for a Time; but growing a little calmer, and 
caſting many Things in my Mind, I reſolved to go 
and harbour in the next Wood, near the Way'-ſide, 
as well to cover my Nakedneſß, as to crave Relief 
from ſuch as might happen to paſs by: And patting 
this Reſolution in Practice, I there, LAH, like, co- 
vered my ſelf as well as I could, with the Branches of 
Trees; or rather imitating old Adam, in ſtriving to 
cover my Shame after eating the forbidden Fruit, my 
wicked Courle of Life making deep Impreſſions on

Being at the Gate, they 
bid me ſtay for further Orders, till they made their 
Superiors and the Brother-hood acquainted : I wait- 
ed not above halfan Hour, but I was introduced and 
brought into the Hall, where gathering in a Ring a- 
bout me, I was asked many Queſtions ; as, Whether 
I was marry'd ? or would be content to enter my ſelf 
a Brother, or Novice of the Order? To which | 
made a ſatis factory Reply; and being better clad, was

wheedle out of them what Stock of Money they had, 
that I might make my Markets and be gone: And 
the better to do it, I ſhewed a ſtrict Complyance with 
all the Drudgery ard Inconveniency that was enjoyn- 
ed me; and pretending a rigorous Mortification, I of- 
ten got up at the Cock's firſt crowing, under Pretence 
of diſciplining my naked Body'; when indeed, I was 
ſo tender of my Hide, that I only laſhed the Bed- 
poſts; yet the Noiſe of the Stripes made thoſe with- 
in hearing grow pitiful, and exhort me to be more 
compaſſionate, leaſt too much fermenting the Blood, 
ſhou!d impair my He:Ith: To'which, J only an- 
ſwered with Sighs, and repeated Stroaks; and by ſuch 
means raiſed moſt, to ſuch an Opinion, that they ſtiled 
me a ſecond Ignatius, Founder of the Jeſuits Order; 
and proceeded to tell me the Story of his Progreſs,

Although I had made it my Buiineſs to be Eagle- 
fighted, and watchful on all Occaſions, leaving no 
Corner unſought, I could not a long Time make any 
Diſcovery where their Treaſure lay, and I found it 
in vain to ask them who had vowed perpetual Pover- 
ty, and pretended for ever to have ſhaken Hands with 
Mammon, though by the by, I found them to be Hy- 
pocrites, and ſuch as had taken vp this Way of livirg,

People being very charitable bringing me all Neceſſa-

ed; but not caring to ſtay ſo near a Place I dreaded, 
next Morning many receiving my hopeful Benedicti- 
on, with profound Devotion, as alſo ſome old Rags 
I pretended to be Relicks of departed Sain:s, kiſſing 
them with Fervency and Zeal; all I defired in lieu 
was, they would procure me any ſorry Horſe, to help 
me on with my Journey, being bound to Orleance, to 
pay a Vow I had lately made in our Lady's Church : 
To this they thankfully agreed, pittying my travel- 


ling Bare-foot, I having on purpoſe made my Feet 


bleed, to move their Compaſſion; and would have 
helpt me to Shoes, but knew it againſt the Rules of 
our Order: When I took my leave they followed 
me with good Wiſhes, ſome kiſſing my Feet, others 


my Garments, fuperſticiouſly, in a manner, idolizing

this Hiſtory; there's none deſerves more the 
Attention of the Reader than the following, being 
managed by an ignorant Country Fellow; who, by 


the natural Simplicity of his Look, and an artful Af- 


fectation of Folly ; paſſed upon the World as a ſtupid, © 
innocent Bumpkin, uncapable of forming the leaſt 
Deſign or Intrigue; which gave him the Advantage 
of carrying on his Cheats ſucceſsſully a long Time, 
without being in the leaſt ſuſpected. What Province 
or Country he was born in I could not Learn; but 
that he was bound Apprentice to a Maſon near Clox- 
bullock in the King's County, who died before he had 
ſerv'd Time enough to underſtand the T'rade. - Some 
time before his Maſter's Death, he pick'd up an Ac- 
quaintance with an expert Tinker, who had Skill in 
running down Metal; and upon Occafion was not back- 
war m coining a Piece of Silver or Gold to . 
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his Neceſſities. This ſame Tinker had been tried for 
his Life, for Facts of this kind, both in Naas and 4 
-1a:h, and found Means to get off in both Places. The 
Indictment upon which he was tried in Armagb, was

that in a little Time he was able to make a new 1 
of real Gold, which weighed about twelve Ounces, in 
the Shape of a ſmall Bar, and this he carried about 
fort a Decoy. Beſides he was ſupplied by one of his 
Accomplices from Dabn with Braſs Bars of the ſame 
Size and Form, gilded or colour'd over, ſo that any 
Perſon not well Skill'd in Metals might be eaſily de 
ceiv'd, and not know one from the other. He had 
likewiſe the Luck to pick up an Acquaintance with 
one Patrick Farrel, an ill inclin'd young Fellow, 
. whoſe uſual Employment was to carry Meat from the 
Butchers in Dublin to Gentlemen in the Country; He 
preſently found that this Fellow would be very fit for 
his Purpoſe, in as much as he was intimate with ſe- 
veral People of good Credit in Dublin, and ſo he let 
him into the Secret. This Patricttold his Story con- 
cerning the Treaſure with ſoch a ſeeming Probability, 
that Numbers entertain'd him, and treated him with 
abundance of Courteſie, in order to get him to intro- 
duce them to Turlougb; However he always enjoin'd 
them to Secrecy, ſtill pretending the greateſt Friend- 
tip imaginable to thoſe he told it to, by which means 
he drew Numbers in ſearch of the Gold. Tis really 
a Wonder that among ſo many as came from all Parts 
in queſt of this Treaſure, that ſome: of them did not 
blab out to one another what their Buſineſs was: But 
the Myſtery lay here, Thoſe that were in Purſuit kept 
Counſel of Neceſſity, and ſuch as were bit, were un- 
der ſuch Obligations, or ſo muchaſham'd of their Bar- 
gains, that they could not tell how to diſcover or Cx- 
Poſe their Weakneſs. 
Their moſt. vſual Way of "EF" on u Cuſtomen 
was this. After the Buyers had been prope rly inform / d 
of the Treaſure, and Manner of —— it, and ſo 
wrong up into a firm Belief of the C — — f. 
: without 
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without ſhewing any Tokens of Miſtruft ; then Tur. 
lough began to expoſe the - Gold Bar which he called 
Braſs, as a Sample of his Treaſure, always prompting 
his Chapmen to try. it, letting them call it what they 
pleas'd. When they had fully -ſatisfied themſelves 
concerning the Value of the Metal, a Bargain: was 


commonly concluded upon: In the mean while Tar- 


bough always took Care by one Means or other to ex- 
change the Gold Bar for another of Braſs, of which 
Sort he would furnith his Cuſtomers with as many. as 
were proper; then as it was cuſtomary with him, he 
demanded either the Money or ſufficient Earneſt, 
which being laid down on one fide of the Table and 
the Ngits (as he call'd them,) on the other: Now, 
ſays be, here is my Ware, it is Braſs I call it, and 
* will ſold it to you for Braſs and nothing eiſe, but 
* your ſhelf konws the Sort beſt, I hope yo. il have 
good Luck wid it; of you don't like it leave it wid 
my ſhelf; here is your Monies, taak your Shoice ; 
I'll be bound to get more: But if you keep my N- 
gits you. muſt buy it for Braſs, and call it Braſs; and

ught Gold, nor tell what you give for my Ngits, 


for fear the Lord of the Mannor wou'd come and taak 


it all wid himſelf. He frequently appear d to be in 
Liquor, and by theſe kind of Speeches, which ſeem'd 
to proceed from perfect Ignorance, his Cuſtomers on- 
ly became ten times more earneſt than before, making 
no Scruple to give an Oath of Secrecy; which being 
done they ſeldom made. any Delay till they got home 
with the Treaſure; But as particular Inſtances may be 
more ſatisfactory, I ſhall relate two or three, to render 
him in more lively Colours. rnd wop-2 
In the Beginning of his Proſperity, in Company 
with the ſaid Patrick, he took a Jant down to Dublin 
with the Ingot of real Gold in his Pocket, and ſeveral 
Bits of Brals as like it as could poſſibly be made. In

eminent Banker in Cafle-Street, and finding him alone

ard he ſays he'll drive my Cattles away from me af 
*:-I-dowt pay him next Munday. My Father, and 
my Father's Father, and his Father before him had 
© this Piece in the Family, and there's no Luek nor 
Grace wou'd ever ſtay in the ſame Plaas wid me af 
I'd ſell it; but for all that (dropping ſome Tears) I 
* muſt borrow ſome Monies upon it or my Family 
8 will be undone God bleſs you, Sir, you know: the 
wort of dis Sort; flrive to relieve me, and 1'Il pray 
for you ever. Upon this the Banker took pity cn 
him, yet not wi ling to depend intitely on his own 
Judgment, he ſent the Ingot out to his Goldſmith to 
be tried, who ſent him Word back that it was good 
Gold. The Banker then would have been very wil- 
ling to have purehas'd it at a moderate Price, but the 
ether refus'd to ſell; and notonly fo, but was for bor. 
rowing more upon it, and at longer Time than the 
Banker approved of: So Turlbugh tool the Ingot lap- 
ped it vpin the ſame Paper, and went out in Pretence 
of ſeeking Redreſs from ſome Body elſe, upon the ſame 
Security; but he had not gone many Steps from the 
Poor, before he took an Opportunity of putting a Bit 
of Brass in the Place of the Ingot, and returned with 
it ſo lapp'd up to the Banker again.

Some Time after 
Chriſtmas the Banker had ſome Company at Dinner 
with him, to whom he related aſter what manner he 
had bought a great Bargain of Gold from a filly Conn. 
tryman. They were all defirous of ſeeeing it,” and 
when one of the Gentlemen viewed it, he faid it was 
not Gold; upon which' the Banker held-hinr a Bottle 
of Wine to the contraty, and had it tried over again; 
but to his Mortification was obliged to yield the Wa- 
ger Joſt; which put him intirely out of- Humour, 
though it proved very good Diverſion to the reſt of the 
Company, to ſee a Banker outwitted by a Foot, who 
never intended to pay him another Viſit. 
When he and his Man Patrict had dne well ſe. | 
doced, ard defrauded a great Number of the Dablinerr 
out of their Money, for Bits of Braſs inſtead of Gold, 
they grew enraged againſt him, and began to dog 
Patrieb to his Lodgipgs, and to the Country, think- 
ing to take him before à Juſtiee; but he obſerving it 
gave them the Slip, and poſted away to his Maſter, 
who had retired to the Wood of Allen, where he ufu- 
ally ſpent the moſt of his Time. As ſoom as Turſpngb 
underſtood that People endeavoured to take him; ſays 
he, Dar a nuch agu dar à nagb We' will 80 to C 
naught. * And their Effects being eofily. carried, and 
Afﬀairs ſettled, after drinking a Belly- full ef Brandy, | 
their common Liquor, they began their Journey, -ri0t 
in the direct Road, but through the Queen's County, 
where Turl/ough was obliged to make a longer Stay 
than he expected, occaſioned by a Misfortune that be · 
fell him. It happened, that while he paſſed through 
this laſt County, a Man of ſome Figure purchaſed 
ſome of his Ngits of Braſs; for which he had paid Tur- 
long h a pretty round Sum of Money: In a few Days 
after, the Gentleman expoſed his Bargain to a Gold- 
ſmith in Dablin, with a Deſigu of converting Part of 
it into Plate for his Family, and to . 
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| the reſt; but to his als e 9 made 
ſenſible of the Fraud, he poſted home, and upon Search 
| had the good Fortune of ſeizing Tyr/ough, whom he 
got committed to Maryborough Goal, where he re. 
mained under — tes l the next Aſſae. At 
length his Trial came on, and a vigorous Proſecution 
was made againſt him; and to be ſure the Jury could 
have thought no better of him than he deſerved, only 
that when he was asked what he had to ſay for him- 
ſelf, he asked his Proſecutor ſeveral crooked Queſtions, 
till he obliged him to acknowledge, that Turlough told 
kim at the 'Time they mage the Bargain that his Ware 
was Braſs, and that he ſold it for Braſs and no other, 
What would you have din? and is nat it Braſs ? Sure 
that's no Sheat for a Man to fell his Guts by the right 
Name?

ed, and after a good deal of Diſcourſe over the Liquor, 
he let him know that he would buy no Metal but ſuch 
as he would firſt try with ſome thing he had in his 
Pocket, pulling out a Bottle of Aquaforti®. Tur/ough 
ſeeing him ſo curious pulled out his Ingot of Gold, and 
pretending to be drunk, ſays he, Try diſh for I tink 
it is Gold, dar a nugh agus dar a nah, which was his 
uſual: Expreſſion. Upon this the Gentleman tried the 
Bar, which he found was good Gold, and laid the Bot: 
tle on the Table expecting to ſee more in a little 
Time. Turlougb got up as if he was going for it, but 
ſtaggering about the Room like one in Liquor he 
watch'd his Opportunity, and getting hold of the Bot- 
tle, Arra (ſays he) what fort is diſb, and as he was 
ſhaking it a Drop or two fell on his Fingers and ſmoak- 
| ed; Then ſeeming to be terribly affrighted,. he cries 
out as if in great Pain, O mowear; O mo dear; and 
at the ſame Time threw the Bottle againſt the Wall 
and broke it: Now farewell, Aquafortis. The Gen- 
* tleman taking this for no other than. the Effects of 
Drunkenneſs and Ignorance, ſaid nothing at all about 
the Bottle but laughed at the Fellow for a bit of Game. 
However he took care to ask him for the reſt of the
